A free text book bill which has 


been the bone of contention in many 
of the recent: sessions of the legis- 
lature, is again before the body in' 
the form of a bill offered by As- 
semblyman E. H. Johnson, Frederic. 


The new bill provides that every 


board- of education or district board 
shall purchase, at the expense of 
the city, town or village district, 
such text books as are used in the 
grades below the ^ligh schools, under 
their jurisdiction. This would not 
include, the parochial schools, of the 
state. 


.Under the provisions of the John- 


son bill it would .become effective on 
July 1, 1921. It is made the duty 
of the board to furnish all children 
attending the grade publile; schools 
of the state with free text books. 
The,town, village or city, is required 
to furnish the money for the pur- 
chase of the books and if it fails to 
do so, the board of education shall 
certify the amount of money needed 
ahd',"it shall be'-levied and collected 
as other taxes are now. levied for

THE OPEN SHOP BACKERS 


I 


N the October 15,1920 issue of Industry, the organ of the Na- 
tional Manufacturers' Association, there appeared an open 


letter to the members of the American Bankers' Association, 
stating that the purpose of the "open-shop" movement was "to 
make it possible for each individual worker in the United States 
to work when he pleases, for whom he pleases and for what re- 
compense he pleases." 


Just what brains and hearts were combined in this altruitic 


purpose of aiding the worker to secure liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness, are pointed out in an article, appearing in the 
January 2<i issue of the New Republic, called "Who is Behind 
the Open Shop Campaign." It is written by Savel Zimand of 
the Bureau of Industrial Research. 


"The campaign" Zimand says, " is being directed by the 


National Association of Manufacturers, the National Iron 
Erector's League, and the Associated Industries. 
An active 


part in it is being taken by the United States Chaiii'jer of Com- 
merce. . . The National Association of Manufacturers, which is 
leading the fight, is the largest and strongest trade organization 
in the world, when one considers capital invested, hands em- 
ployed or output. It is issueing tons of literature dealing with 
the open shop to the industrialists and manufacturers of 
America." 


Here are a few of the organizations which Zimand cites as 


having gone on record in favor of the "Open shop" plan: The 
Cleveland Chamber of Commerce, the Associated Employers of 
Indianapolis, the Iowa Manufacturers' Association, The National 
Founders' Association, the National Metal Trades Association. 


"In order to cover the press to a nation-wide extent" says 


Zimand, an American Press Bureau has been established. 
Thomas J. Sullivan, the publicity director of this bureau declared 
that more than 1,200 Chambers of Commerce throughout the 
country have gone on record as favoring the open shop. The 
business of this bureau Mr. Sullivan is quoted as saying is to 
distribute to newspapers and magazines all over the country 
propaganda advocating the open shop, the cost to be borne by 
the manufacturers." 


"The organization here enumerated with one exception have 


hacked the open shop for 20 years. The one exception is the 
United States Chamber of Commerce which in the past claimed 
to be an institution for education and omitted from its field any 
propaganda. This organization has made a change of policy by 
putting into a prominent position, Frederick J. Koster, former 
president of the San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, who 
played a prominent part in the fight against Trade Unionism in 
San Francisco." 


"The nation wide open shop campaign is not a conspiracy" 


Zimand concludes. "It is not a mere spontaneous uprising of 
sentiment in a hundred industrial centers. It is the expression 


' of a long-held purpose of many organizations. 


"In a time of war weariness, and of high prices, the general 


public is ready to make a scapegoat of an easy victim. The 
business group in America feel themselves in a position to man- 
ipulate this fatigue and irritation of the average citizen against 
organized labor." 


TRADING WITH RUSSIA 


C 


ONGRESS is struggling with the question "Shall we trade 
with Russia?" Martens, the so-called Russian ambassador 


has been banished. Before he departed he cancelled Russian 
orders for $50,000,000 worth of American goods. 
It is pos- 


sible also that Martens' banishment may lead tb the cancella- 
tion of the order for 3 billion dollars worth of American goods 
placed by Soviet Russia with Vanderlip. 


Kerensky is said to have warned this country not to recog 


nize Soviet Russia, in any way, because if we begin trading with 
Russia we will soon have valuable customers and extensive 
credits in that country, and then business interests will be ac- 
tive to keep in power the government under whose patronage 
business has been obtained and indebtedness contracted. 


Governments naturally defend the regime which guards 


their financial interests. 
They exert every influence they pos- 


sess to keep in power those who owe them money. 


And this shows why the French government and our own 


have been trying to overthrow the Soviet government and re- 
store the autocracy to power. Huge sums are due the French 
government and our own, and huge sums are due private 
dividual^, bankers, and corporations in both France and this 
country, from the old imperial Russian government.
